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MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.68 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.68  for  March  1963  deliveries  of  Grade  A 
milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform 
price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential 
of  7  cents  for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard. 
The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  4  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  authorized  hauling  charge. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


The  steady  decrease  in  number  of  producers  on  the  market  because  of  the  change  to  bulk 
tank  has  decreased  our  daily  average  producer  receipts  by  about  2  percent  from  February 
1963  and  about  3.25  percent  from  a  year  ago.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of  57  producers 
from  last  March,  which  is  19  percent  decrease  in  number,  yet  only  3  percent  in  total  pro¬ 
duction.  When  we  look  at  the  average  daily  herd  production,  we  find  that  this  has  increased 
41  pounds  per  producer  per  day,  or  almost  5  gallons  per  day.  There  is  only  one  handler  that 
receives  milk  from  can  shippers  on  this  market. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Class  I  utilization  of  producer  receipts  is  almost  the  same  as  it  was  in  March  of  1962. 

Even  though  we  had  a  decrease  of  3  percent  in  producer  receipts,  we  also  had  a  decrease 
of  slightly  over  3  percent  in  Class  I  sales,  which  accounts  for  the  closeness  of  the 
utilization  percentage.  In  comparison  with  February  of  this  year,  the  utilization  is 
up  slightly,  due  to  a  larger  decrease  in  daily  receipts  than  in  Class  I  sales. 

SUPPORT  PRICE 

New  purchase  prices  for  butter,  cheese,  and  powder,  effective  April  1,  1963,  have  been 


announced .

Cheese  up  1  cent  35.60 

Nonfat  Dry  Milk  U.S.  Extra  Grade  or  higher,  Spray  14.40

These  prices  will  support  milk  at  a  price  of  $3.14  per  hundredweight  for  3.77%  butterfat. 

A  corresponding  price  for  milk  of  3.5%  butterfat  would  be  $2.92  per  hundredweight. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  April  1963  delivery  period  will  be  $3.91  per  cwt.  for  3.5  percent 
milk.  This  price  was  computed  by  adding  $0.90  per  cwt.  to  the  basic  formula  price  ($3.09) 
minus  the  8  cent  supply-demand  adjustment.  The  supply-demand  adjustment  for  May  1963  de¬ 
livery  period  will  be  a  minus  4  cents.
